sions: Elba, New Brockton 
Enterprise. 

Again this year, John Brunson 
president of the Elba Exchange 
Bank, is serving as seal sale 
chairman for the Elba division. | 
Mr. Brunson also served through 
tlve year as a director for the 
Society for the Eradication of 
Tuberculosis in the Wiregrass 
which is the district association 
of volunteer tuberculosis work- 
ers in six counties. Mr, Brunson 
has attended many of the meet- 
ings of Setwire, as the society is 
called, and has joined in making 
plans for the organization. 

In the 1949 seal sale, Coffee! 
County sold only a small amount 
of Christmas stamps because it! 
was impossible to send the them) 
out early enough to be used on 
Christmas cards and packages. 
They are going out earlier this 
year. 

A goal of $743 has been set 
for Coffee County this-year.Dur- 
ing 1959, Coffee County ranked 
seoond in the counties of Ala-| 
bama in low death rate due to 
tuberculosis. Only ‘one >» other 
county, Dale, has a lower rate. 
Just a few years ago, Coffee 
county enjoyed the position of| 
being the county with the low- 
est’ tuberculosis death rate in 
the nation.
